On trial with bim Is 63-year- 
old) ex-General Marle-Andre 
Zeller who together with ex- 
Generats Edmond Joubaux and 
Raoul Satan, still at large, led 
the four-day uprising sgainst 
President Charles de Gaulle’s 
Algerian policy. Both Jouhaux 
and Salan have fied and have 
been unheard of since the col- 
lapse of the uprising on April 
25th, . 


INCIDENT 


Challe brought cut in sup- 
port of his view an incident 
which occutred lost year when 
he snid three Mostem — rebel 
military leaders had = informed 
the French they were ready to 
lay down their arms.

Challe said he thought = sclf 
determination was good because 
dt was democratic but that it 
could only take place afier a 
perled of peace. He was con- 
vineed the army could win over 
the Moslems to choose in favour 
of France ond that, therefore, 
self-determinatlon would finally 
mean “Franelsation”, 


He then stated: “The Prime 
Minister (Michel Debre) had 
told me: ‘You may say that the 
army fs fighting so that Algeria 
should always remain French.'" 

Asked by prosecutor Besson if 
he thought. Si Sala's demarche 
had failed through the, French 
Government's fault, Challe re~ 
piled: "Yes, it was a tactleal 
error.” 


COLLAPSE 


Challe went on to say that he 
quit the army — he asked. to 
be put on the retired Mst before 
reaching the age limit — because 
he was completely opposed to the 
idea of creating an Algerian 
executive, This would mean the 
victory of the FLN, he said, add- 
ing “Nobody would obcy it, FLN 
or not FLN. And exccutive 
would mean the Joss of Algeria.” 


He then deserlbed how the 
four ex-generals—himself, Zel- 
Icr, Jouhaud and Salon—got in 
touch with cach other in Alglera 
on April 21 and drew up plana 
for the uprising whose objez- 
tive was: An offensive against

“These two had ¢ all his 
won-eerful technical background 
and straightforward — story-tell- 
ing. But they were rejected. 
Perhups they were ahead of 
thelr time.” 


Thus [ learned the sceret of 
the two novels which appear 
as one volume in September. 
1 left Miss Norway at her smalt 
hotel in Earls Court. Soon, 
after her world business trip, 
she will be back in Australia, 
dealing with rights and royal- 
lies, turning a hebby farm into 
a profitable business.

Filman, who was” with 
two friends, had observed 
the = girl walking up und 
down the Bund Garden in a 
state of agitation for some 
time before police whistles 
and cries of alarm gave him 
an inkling of her con- 
templated uct. She made her 
lenp near the tide gauge, 
about mid-way along — the 
Bund Garden foreshore, and 
about a hundred yards or so 
from the point where Fil- 
man and his friends were 
seated. The waitress was 
carried out towards mid- 
stream, out of reach of the 
life-line, when Filman dived 
in and brought her to safety. 


Filman, an employee of 
the China General Omnibus 
Co., is a good swimmer, and 
he represented the Public 
and Thomas Hanbury School 
in inter-scholastic aquatics, 
He also took the junior cer- 
tiflcate for Life Saving at 
Kuling in 1984, and is a 
member of the YMCA,
